gabe ta Montclion in conſideration of his pains, Aug ent 
ing her from their company.

Montelion caſting off the affection he had entertatned, with a

know her name. She is (ſaid they) Daughter to Amphiador 
Duke of Ila, her name is Philotheta; fo; Beauty, Uertue, Po⸗ 
deſty, Shape, Courtefie, Yumility, Temperance, Chaſtity, and 
Wildom, not to be equaled, therefoze the moze to be pitied, and 
ſuccoured in diſtreſs; we arepofting back to bzing this heavy 
News unts the Court, and whilſt we ſtay here, he runs in fur- 
ther danger. Which way went thep(ſaid he) directly by the way 
we came ( quoth they ) whom we would have followed further, 
but t hat we durſt not venture over the River afcer them; with 
that Montelion returned back, declaring to Perſicles what he 
had heard. Ik repoztlie not ( ſaid Perſicles) the Damolels . 
Have not flatteringly pzaiſed her, 4 have befoze this heard of her.

means to requite it, and the rather J vefire-pout compaay and 
conference , by reaſon A am but à ranger in this Countrey, 
and would gladly hear ſomeching thereot᷑ by var te post. Sir 
C ſaid the hermit ) firſt Kt down and take ſuch ſpave Diet as 
my houle affo:ds, andthen J will tell vou what J can to ſatisſte 
vou: Whereupon the Permit thus begann. 
Sir J ſhall firft diſcover what Nam and the cauſe of my li⸗ 

ving in this obſcure place, and withal, diſtover thoſethings that 
vou think are beyond my kno wledg. Fot ns want of misfo?- 
tune 02 fear of being diſtovered. hath made me chuſe this ſolita⸗ 
ry life, but my own voluntary fancy which perlwades me J can 
no wap live with my unfo:tunate diſpoſition: neither 


J have you think A intend to fill pour ears with idle p:acle, oz: 
repetition: of topes , but as J intend to eaſe pour heart of ſome!

Upon a time ( as he did) there 
arrived at my Caſtle another Knight, named Palleſus, who in

ever heard of Montelion, my cauſe of my coming into this Coun⸗ 
trp was with Perſicles King of Aſſyria, in ſearch of Conſtantin 
Daughter to the Emperoz of Perſia his betrothedUWife, by 
mis foꝛtune loſt many years ſince, All that I know of my ſelf 
I Have told pou, and would 1 had never known mp ſelf, unleſs 
vou favour me. Philothera remembꝛed that Amphiador in rec 
citing the Wars between Perſicles and the King of Armenia, had 
m::de ample repoꝛt of his valour, ſo much the moꝛe effceming 
him, pet ſhe concealed the ſame, thinking though he were never 
ſo valiant, pet he might be unconffant, making him this anſwer, 
Sir, becauſe you ſhall not accuſe me of diſtourteſte, J will not 
deny pour ſuit, noꝛ in any reſpect grant it, till moꝛe convenient 
time to make tryal thereof. Neither ſhall pou name your ſelf my 
Servant, fo! you have deſerved to be better rewarded, which 
Hereaftex-pou ſhall find. Lady (quoth he) only one favour ab- 
folutely granted, would now moꝛe comfo:t my heart than many 
in ſuſpence, not that I miſdoubt pour perfo:mance, but the long 
lingring pain in the mean time will pinch my heart, theref9:e 
without mildoube dt truth, gratitude, and tonſtancy, enrich me 
but with one, though the leaſt comfozta ble anſwer.Sir(qd. the ) 
what in vertue J can grant, i will yield you, though pou map acs 
count me already Pꝛodigal in favour , and gentle in replp; pet 
ſhould I be ungreatful you may blame me, oꝛ tw pꝛolix you map 
condemn me, but as much good will as in ſo ſhozt a time map be, 
I bear eu, and youthall find me perfozm , foꝛ my heart would 
h never 
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pany was come to him, amongſt whom he eſpyed one leading 
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never ſuffer till this, to conceive ſo well of any as J do of pou. 


In urging me further, pou will make me miſtr uſt vour conſide⸗ 
ration of my late migfoztune , rather willing me to regard my 
return ts my Parents: But you may (&. how mp vertues have 
over maſtered my miſtruſt, and my god opinion of pou have made 
me truſt my ſelf in pour cuſtody,

in. The diſpleaſure that aroſe between Pontelion and Amphi- 
ado? , and of Philotheta's ſtrange depagure. 


V 'Hen he had ended thele wozds, the Hermit tame in, 
which bꝛake off their communication , telling him 
that Amphiador with many followers were entred the Mood 
where the Gyants lay dead. Philothers then thought all 
care paſt; but remembꝛing ſhe muſt part from Montelion, her 
heart fainted with grief, and ſhe was excedingly trouvled : 
Foz ſhe knew well that Amphiador was rude and ſuſpicious , 
that he would not thank him, noz invite him to his Cadlle ; 
he having fo2merty diſgraced others that. ſought her Love. 
Montelion on the other ide fudied what means to uſe to en- 
jop her company; and pet he thought it adiſhonour to him to 
follow Love, and leave Perſieles in ſearch of Conſtantia, and 
the knowledg of his Parents. But to rid them both out of 
their treubled thoughts, there entred th1se Knights in green 
Armour, and without ſpeaking # woꝛd, two of them oo 
Philotheta, and Handed her foꝛth of the Cell. Montclic 
ſtarting up d2ew his Swo2d, and followed to reſcue her, 
but the third without ſpeaking, ſtruck at him, wherewith 
he began a truel Combat. At laſt the Oꝛeen Knight ſaid: Thou 
ſtriveſt in vain, ſhe is paſt recovery. With that Montelion 
looking about, ſaw them quite out of fight, marvelling they 
could ſo ſuddenly convey her thence. If thou wilt find her 
(quoth he)thou mult ſeek her amongſt the Heſperian NAymphs 3 
which ſaid, he rode away ſo ſwiftly, that Montelion did think 
it in vain to follow him. By this time Amphiador and his tom⸗ 
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his ſteed unto whom he went, and ſaid: Sir this is my Std, 
J pꝛap pou deliver him to me. The fellow denping him, he 
ſtruck him a good blow with his fiſt, and overthꝛew him. Am- 
phiador ſu ing that ſaid: What. art thou that ſo boldly ſtrikeſt 
mp ſervant e Montelion being vexed with the loſs of Philo: heca,, 
anſwered, J will not tell thee. Amphiador being likewiſe vexed, 
at his ſco:nfulneſs, ſaid no moze but drew his \wozd and 
ffruck at him. Montelion thought to revenge it, but ſuddenly 
re nembꝛing hi nſelf, ſaid: Mert thou not Father to Philotheta, 
would make thee repent thy ſelf. Amphiador hearing him 
name Philotbeta would Have ſpoke to him again; but Monte- 
lion mounting his Steed, rode away, 

The Hermit ſzing them at ſuch variante, came to Amphi- 
ador , giving him knowledge of all that had hapned. But he 
thinking it was ſome coloured excuſe fo: her eſcape, cauſed his - 
ſcrvant to bind him, intending by toztures to make him confeſs 
moꝛe than he could. Montelion remembꝛing himſelf, when he 
had rode a good way , how ungratefully he had left his kind 
Hoſt the Hermit, returned ts give him thanks, which he had 
no ſoner done, but he found him bound amongſt Amphiador 
his men, which vered him ſo much, that he dꝛew his lwoꝛd 
again, and ſet upon them, wounding ſome and killing others, 
that therewith Amphiador dzew his ſwozd and ffruck at him 
again. By heaven(quoth- Montelion)ffrike me the third time, 
andthou dyeſt. Notwithſtanding his wozds, Amphiador vert 
foz the death of his Servants ſtruck him again; whereupon 
Montelion not only defended himſelf ; but offended him lo much 
Mic he ſo2e wounded him; and had not his ſervants with ſome 
of their lives bon off ſome blows, he had ended his life: but 
notwithſtanding all their endeavours, He left him in ſuch a 
miſerable condition , that his ſervants. had much ado to kp 
life in him until they bzought him home.

Aving fred the Hermit, and yielded him many thanks fo2 
1 1 his kindnefs,he departed with ſo heavy a heart, that he 
could hardly ſpeak foꝛ grief; travelling he knew not whither, 
having ſo many occaſtons of care, he knew not what to do no: 
which way to direct his ſteps. All the reſt of that dap he rode 
foꝛth in this diſconſolate ſozt , until it grew to be Nighc, nei⸗ 
ther caring fo2 Peat o Lodging; but turning his hoꝛſe loſe 
tof&ed, he laid himſelf down under an Dak, whoſe ſ(pꝛeading 


bzanches were as a large Canopyover his head,clogged with (> 


many cares, that his heart was dulled with their confuſſon , 
and his ſenſes ſo overgrown with conteit, that they rocked him 
into a deep fleep, in the midſt whereof he ſuddenly awaked, and 
being called by 8 Damoſel that appeared unto him, who ſtand- 
ing befoze him, ſaid : Sir Knight, ariſe and follow me.

Roles, mixed with divers coloured Flowers upon their Heads,

and richneſs never Knight poſſeſſed, then the ſecond gave him a 
Shieldagreable therets, wich this Device thereon, AK nighe 
kneeling, encompaſſed with Nymphs Crowning him with a wreath 
of Roſes, and underneath theſe wozds waitten in Letters of 
Gold, The Knight of the Oracle, The third pꝛeſented him with 
a Nich Swozd, which he girded to his ide, another a pair of 
Gantlets, another a Plume, another a Spear, another a pair 
of Spurs, and every one ſomething to expꝛeſs their kindneſs : 
When he was thus adozned, which made him mot beautiful to 
behold, every one of them gave him a courteous farewel, and 
departed again the ſame way they came from the Gꝛove. Then 
the Damoſel that bzought him thither came to him , and ſaid :

by no means hear thereof, which added ſome comfozt to her heavy 
Heart. TheEnchantreſs would often intreat her to behold the 
valiant adventurcs- of noble Knights that hazarded their own 
perſons in great peril to attain her love, and in pꝛivate combats 
amonalt themſelves, with whom they were deeply affected only 
with the fight of her Picture; tut ſhe illrefuſed it, accounting 
it no pleaſure to her to ſie their misfoztune, who ſpent their la- 
boar in vain ; foz in the continuance of ſo many years as the 
had ben there encloſcd, the fame of her beauty was ſpꝛead into 
moſt part of thoſe Countries thereabouts, and many thouſand 
wozthy Knights had been there to try their foztunes, but all fai- 
led; the recital whereof would be to tedious, but many of them 
lay there impziſoned by the Enchantreſs, who being now in de- 
ſpair.of her own ſafety, thought to bzing all to miſery as well 
as herſelf. g 

At the ſame time that Philotheta was carried from Montelion 
in the Hermits Cell, Conſtantia remained in ſuch extremity of 
fozrow, that had not Ila wꝛought that device to bzing Philothe ta 
thither to accompany her, it would hape been impolũble her ſen⸗ 
ſes could have overcome the extremity of the paſſion that toꝛ⸗ 
mented her, but ſitting alone in a dark coꝛner, ſhe uttered ſuch 
tamentations as would have turned the Hardeſt heart of a cruel 
Tyzant into remoꝛſe: but when ſhe eſpyed Ila entred, and with 
her ſo beautiful a Damoſel,, with cheeks bedewed with Cryſtal 
tears that in abundance trickled down from her eyes, with that. 
object left her own laments to pity hers, and ſ&ing them dzaw 
nigh her, ſhe aroſe after a ſad ſozt.ſaluting their app;oach.: Ila 
without ſpeaking a woꝛd to either, left them together, and al- 
though they were women, pet they greatly admiredeach. others 
beauty, the one thinking the other ts extel all; and pet had they 
but beheld their own perkections, they would have found them 
fnch, that they might inwardly have conceitcvas well of them 
ſelves, as they did of the outward obfed. 

Conſtantia being moze familiar with ſozrowthan Philotheta 
was, firit bzoke filence, ſaying : Lady, J petceive by pour tears, 
that tonſtraint (not conſent) did bzing you to this place, beau⸗ 
tikul to the eye, but filled. with diſcontents., which long expe? 
riencs 
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rience hath taught me: Therefoe if you want a companion in 
Care, attept ot my company, but if you ſ#k foꝛ comtoꝛt abandon 
me, fo2 my chiefeff ſolace is ſvzrow,and my thoughts and medi- 
tations are nothing but diſcontent, J have not (ſaid Philotheia) 
been long ſtibject to this misf91tune , tut being now Plunged 
therein, J know not how to releaſe my ſelf , oz How to ſhun the 
ſame: Neither knowing who is the cauſe thereof,whereJ am, oꝛ 
when J ſhall be releaſed, my ſoꝛrow being ſuch, may well enter⸗ 
tain a ſoꝛrowful companion, atcepting pour pꝛotkered kindneſs 
with hearty thanks, Lady ( ſaid Conſtantia) as you vouchſafe 
me pour company ſo let me know what mis foꝛtune hath bzoughc 
rou hither, which will ſboꝛten ſome of the tedious time we are 
like to overpaſs in this plate: which done, you ſhall know to 
whom pon have imparted pour ſecrets , which recital will be te⸗ 
dious. Philothera ſitting down by her, uttered theſe ſpeches, 
Py name is Philotheta, Daughter in Law to Amphiador ; and 
as J was walking in my Fathers Garten, upon what pꝛetence 
J know not, thꝛee Gyants ſurpꝛized me, by koꝛte carrying me 
thence, none to my knowledge ſing their cruelty. When they 
had travelled with me till it was late, a Knight armed all in 
white, gallantly mounted, came to mp reſcue,. and enfredcom- 
bate with one of them, His valiant heart not refufing to cope 
with them all th2&;but one of them (thinking himſelk to ſtrong 
fo: him) ſtayed behind and fought him, the other two haſtning 
ms awap; but in thozt ſpace one of them ran back to reſcue his 
fellow, but he ſuddenly returned with the loſs of an Arm: Then 
they haled me fo2ward with a violent koꝛce, untill they came 
tothe midſt of a wood, where thep meant to kay all that night: 
This Knight, direced by koꝛtune, alighted on the place where 
they lay, and by his vat>ur and policy lle w them boch, yet was ſo 
ſoꝛe hurt himſelf, that he lay breathleſs on the earth, which aMli- 
&ed my heart with ſozrow fearing his death, foꝛ J could not re⸗ 
toter him with my lamentations , thercioze accounted it moze 
misfo:tune to be the catife of fo w3ithy a Knights Death than if 
I had ſtill ben pꝛiloner to thoſe Ponfters. The Heavens favo- 
ring my ſo2rows, and his miſhap, directed an old Hermit to the 
place, who with juicr of certain Herbs recovered him, and with 
my weakaTfance bꝛought him to his Cell, within ſhoꝛt ſpace 
curing 
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curing him: in which time J noted every part bf his perfections, 
and found them fuch, as J want skill to decipher;-comparing 
thereto his bchaviour , which bzed a perſwaſton in me that as 


he was Ualiant, ſo he was vertuous, and as he excelled all that 


ever J beheld in perſon ſo he did in courteſie; much conference 
paſt between us, which J omit, the ſubject whereof was love, 
which he vowed to be as conftant in him, though new begun, as 
it was in any by long tontingante:amongil the reſt of his ſpech- 
es, he told me he knew not his parents: his name was Montes 


Alion, the cauſe of his travel was in ſearch of a Lady named Con- 


ſtantia, betrothed wife to Per ſicles Bing of Aſſyria, who parted 
from him that day he reſctued me in Arahii. Conſtantia hearing 
ſucy good news of the fafety of Perſicles, could not contain her 
ſelf from bewzaying what ſhe was, but taking Philotheta by the 
Mand ſaid: Dear Lady, this news addeth much comfort to my 
deſpairing heart, I am tha: unfortunate Conſtantia , that till 
this hour. have deſpaired of ever ſeeing that Noble Knight again, 
accounting my ſelf ſo much bound to you, for being the reporter 
of this Welcome News, that I proteſt my felf your everlaſting 
Friend, aſſuring you that if tlle Worthy Knight that reſcued you, 
be companion with Perficles, he is endued wich all Heroick qua- 
lities; but pray tell me out the reſt. The worthy Knights ſpee- 
ches (ſaid ſhe) wrought ſo effectually with me, that I could have 
been content to have lived there for ever with him: In the end, 
the Hermit- brought. in the News that Amyhiadoz was bard by 
in my fearch ; at which news T was very glad, yet alſo diſples- 
ſed, well knowing that his rude behaviour would not ſuffer him 
to uſe him Kindly : whilſt J was in this thought, three Knights 
in green Armor entred the Cell, two of them without ſpeaking 
a word, by force carrying me away, whilft the third ſtayed the 
Knight in combate, who followed haſtily to reſcue me: but on a 
ſudden before I could bethink me what they ſhould be, I was 
within this Garden, where I met her that brought me unto 
you, who bad me fear nothing, for here T ſhould abide in ſafety. 
With that a flood of tears guched from her eyes, that it ſtopped | 
the paſſage of her ſperch, turning the ſame intofilence, Lady, 
( qd, Conſtantia) toaddmoze care to my heart will over-whelm 
it, with grief, therefoze J will omit the relation of my * 
tin. 
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till another time, neither f&ling no2 fearing care, now J hear 
of my Loꝛda ſafety , who will ſet me at liberty from the thꝛal⸗ 
dom J have endured almoſt twenty years, Ila coming to them 
bake off their conference ; t after ſupper, conveyed them into a 
Chamber, where they both lay, continuing ſome days in conke⸗ 
rence of their eſtate. | |

þ the next mszning the Knight of the Oracle (having 
lodged all night in the Wood) mounted his Steed with a 
deſire to know whole Tents thoſe were, and what tower they 
had encompaſſed; he had not rode half an hour but he appꝛoach⸗ 
ed near unto them, paſſing amongſt them without ſtay. Becanſe

The firſt that was mounted 
and came to the Bꝛidge, was a noble Knight of Parthia named 
Menon, who calling to the Kuight of rhe Orzcle,ſaid;Sir Knight 
enter no further tefoze thou know whom thou Haſt offended by 
thy bold intruſion: Be hearing his woꝛds, turned his ow ) 

aping ; 
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ſaying; if J have offended, it is moꝛe than J know , yet J am 
reſolves to try the Adventure whoſvever ſays no. Thy frange- 
nels (ſaid Menen) doth pꝛiviledge thee , becanſe thou knoweſt 
not what is tontluded amongttthe Knights here affembled. Hir 
( quoth he) whatſoever agreth to the Laws of Arms J yield to, 
and whatſdever courtclie bindeth me to, J will perform, befoꝛe J 
paſs further. By this time he was encompaſſed with armed 
Knights, and one ok them named Linſeus of Arabia, who thought 
Himſelf too good foꝛ all, and had vanquiſhed many that had coms 
bated with him, ſaid: Befoze thou paſs further thou mut Com⸗ 
bate with us; fo2 the meaneſt that are here aſſembled, thinks 
himſelf able to perfozm as much as thee ; The Knight of tte 
Oracle wondzing at their rudeneſs , and moved with his df- 
courteous v02ds, ſaid: 1 am not to be controlled by any, but 
ſtand free in my own choice to do what I think good, if thou, 
or any here, be offended with what I have ſaid, or done, chal- 
lenge me. J do challenge thee (ſaid Linſeus)and J/quoth Menon) 
and after him many others, every one deſtrous to deal with him 
firſt; then ſtepped fo:th the Pzince vf Parchia, named Neſſus, ſap- 
ing: FellowKnights,we being all pofeſſozs of Arms, & evcry 
one a partner in this quarrel, let us cat Lots, and to whoſe ſhare 
the Lot falls firſt, let him begin, andthe reſt kollow, to which 
they agreed. The Knight of the Oracle thought he ſhould not be 
idle, re jopting that he had ſo good an actaſion, to make tryal of 
his valo::the lot fell to Arnon of Perſia to begin: the place a gods 
ly plain, in the full view of the Tower, and the time was within 
an hour. | | 5 
This being agreed upon, The Knight of the Oracle in the in- 
terim rode about the Tower, to behold the beauty and (cituation 
thereof; and caſting up his eye, he efpped on the Battlements 
afar off, thee Ladyes walking together, whom he could ſtarce⸗ 
ly diſcern, much leſs know, if he had been acquainted with them. 
Theſe Ladies were Conſtantia, Philotheta, and Ila, who came 
to behold the Tilts and Turneys that were daily added between 
divers Knights befo:e the Tower, Conſtantia Hearing of Perſi- 
cles's ſafety in that Country, hoping in time to be releaſed, defi 
red toſcethe Combats which befoze ſhe refuſed to do. The 
Knight of the Oracle little — Philotheta had been 
' one 
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one of the three, after he had-a while fwd to behald them, he re- 
titrned to the appointed place of Combat, where Arnon was then 
ne wlp entred with great pzide, and the ſound of Trumpets and 
a great number of followers, whom The Knight of the Oracle 
over⸗thꝛew at the firſt encounter, to Arnon's amazement ,and his 
own glozy, The next that encountred him was Linſeus, who 
held out two courſes; but at the third, both he and his hoꝛſe lay 
on the ground,the Knights that beheld this commended his va- 
lour, pet envyed his fo:tune. After he had encountred the ſtout 
Anights of Egypt; then came Naſſus Pzince of Parthia, 
thinking to recover what his Pꝛedeceſloꝛs had loft , but his foꝛ⸗ 
tune pꝛobed ſo bad, that he loſt both his ſtirrups,and had he not 
hung onthe Saddle-bow; he had fallen to the Earth, The day 
by this time dꝛew to an end, which cauſed them to remit any fur- 
ther tryal till next mozning. Conſtantia and Philothera behold⸗ 
ing the valour of this Knight, one judged it was Perſicles, and 
the other ts be Montelion, deſiring 11a to ſend a Peſlenger to 
know his name, who returning, told them he was called, The 
Knight of the Oracle. Chen it is not Perſicles - (ſaid Conſtan- 
tia) . No, noz Montelion ( quoth Philotheta.) Their hearts 
now fainting with Care, that befoze were revived with Hope. 
'The Knight of the Oracle that night lodged in the Tent of a 
Perſian Knight , named Thymus, wha kindly invited him 
thereto. Early the next moꝛning, he entred the field, being ready 
foz him that ſhould next encounter him, who came gallantly 
mounted: Having travelled many miles to try the adventure, 
but befoze he came to try himſelf therein, he received ſo great a 
charge by encountring The Knight of the Oracle, that in a de⸗ 
ſperate mod, and aſhamed of the fopl, he departed the Field, 
The Knight of the Oracle being endued with an Excellent 
Mit as receiving the eſſente thereof from two goodly P2inces 
that he was ſpꝛung ok, began in His mind tocondemn the fond- 
neſs of thoſe Knights, that coming ts make tryalof the adven- 
ture ſpent their time in pꝛivate quarrels, ffill omitting that they 
* Pzincipally ſought; His mind being troubled with the lols of 
Fhilotheta and Perſicles, defired not ts ſtap there, but to haſten 
in their ſearch; therefoze going towards the Knights, who 
were aſtembledon a Heap , ſkudping which way to wok his 
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diſgrace, he ſaid ; Moꝛthy Knights, my toming ts this place 
was not to try my foꝛtune againſt yon, but in the Adventure, 
and your pzivate envy hath hindzed me, not regarding into 
what pꝛivate guarrels pou enter, and cauſelefly trouble me that 
have not offended pou ; thercfoze becauſe buſineſs of moꝛe im⸗ 
poztance than to anfwer your envp, doth urge my departure, 3 
wich you not to fear my ability to anſwer you , but to remit this 
pꝛivate contention till another time: and if any of pou enviouſly 
condemn me 02 tepine at my good foztune,J will be ready to an- 
wer pour ſeveral quarrels in Perſia, at the time that is ap⸗ 
pointed fo2 the meeting of the Kings of Aſſyria and Armenia;fs2 
the cauſe ot pour appꝛoach being to releaſe the Ladyes impꝛiſon⸗ 
ment, weaken not your fo2ce in pꝛivate contention, fo; in the 
tryal of it, you will find occafton enough to excerciſe your arms. 
Hearing his wozds they agreed therets, but pet contended who 
ſhould try the adventure firff; In the end they agred to ca 
Lots, and the laſt fell co The Knight of the Oracle, every one 
having a dayes reſpite foꝛ the finiſhing thereof. FLV 
Thus did they make tryal of themſelves, ſome with much ia⸗ 
bour attaining the Bꝛidge, but then fozced by the vertue of En⸗ 
chantmentto yield, and ſo were impꝛiſoned in lamentable ſoꝛt 
by 11a, who deſtred the enthantment might never end,andothers 
with fear run away. Manp dapes it was befoje it tame to The 
Knight of the Oracle's turn; in the end, all being fled az impꝛi⸗ 
ſoned, he alone was left to try his Foꝛtune, neither having 
Friend to ſuccsur him, foe to envp him, oz any to behold him; fo; 
the Enchantreſs had made ſuch deſolation amongſt the Tents , 
by caſting fire amongſt them, that all the Servants of thoſe 
Knights fledasg amazed, repozting from place to place their Ba- 
ffers miſery; Pet all this did not diſcourage The Knight of the 
Oracle, but he reſted as reſolute to go fozwards , as if there had 
ben no danger in the attempt. | 
Conftantia ſ&ing how manylnights were at that inſtant ims 
pꝛiſoned, all their Tents defroyed,and no man as ſhe thought 
left, began to diſcomfic her ſelf, utterly deſpairing of releaſe- 
ment, defiring lla to let her view the Kts. that were impziſoned , 
fearing Perſicles being there; but her requeſts were in vain , 
foz Ila fretted with extream fear of the end of her Enchant⸗

Bete bzight Pbæbus that moꝛning could chew her len; 
dent Beams, The Knight of the Oracle was up, vie wing 
the ſtituation of the Bridge; to ſ which way he might adban⸗ 
tage himſelf o2 diſadvantage his Foe , and winding the Born 
there was an exceding earth-quake-within the Tower, that 
che Foundation thereof ſhook: and one of the Gyants came 
running fozth, without ſpeaking a word, ſtriking at him, but 
he dcfended himſelk a great while an Þozfe-bagk , until the

dy, by which means; he entred the firft large Court, where 
he beheld the Armoz of ſuch Knights as hav failed in the Ad⸗ 
venture. 

Ila knowing that the date of the Enchantment would now 
end, in furious ſoztcame running to the place where Conſtantia 
and Philotheia were, taking Philotheta with violence - out cf: 
the Arboz, and by foꝛce of her Enchantment compelled: her to 
tom her until. ſhe came tothe Court, where The Knight of the 
Oracle was: He ſuddenly beholding Philochera, at the firſt fight:

Paſ- 
ſing on towards the Palace with haſty ſteps, as if ſome body 
Had purſued her, and going fozwards as if an evil had been be⸗ 
foze her, that ſhe could not tell whither, wherefoze, noz why 
the went, untill on a ſudden ſhe mounted the-paſſage into the 
Mall, and was right before ihe Knight of the Oracle, whom 
when the law, ſhe ſfod looking upon him with great amazement, 
whillt he laid unko her: Damolel fear not, J will defend you from 
danger, here is none intends pou harm. The Damoſel hearing 
his voite was revived, ſaying-; Sir Knight I wonder what acci- 
dent hath brought yeu hiiber, where no Knight hath been 
theſe twenty-years ? Lady,faid he, Foztune and my good Defti- 
nies,that have been employed to ſet you at liberty.Sir, (qd ſhe) 
it is not A but my Pilkris you mean, by whole command J have 
.adventured to ſæ what hath happen d, to whom i vou will vouch- 
ſafe to go, J will conduc you- Þe then remembzed it was not 
her picture that he hadſ#n,and bluched to be ſo deceived, but he 
told her his coming was to ds her Lady ſervice : with that they 
entredthe Garden, and Conſtantia ſwn eſpped him; and ſeing 
the Knight tome in ſuch peaceable ſozt with the Damolel , the 
went foꝛth tomethim: He likewiſe ſeeing her, ſheathed his 
Swoꝛd, his heart trembling at the fir&.Kght of her, by a natu⸗ 
ral inſtinct, bearing ſuch a reverend regard to her Pajeltical-per- 
fon, that when he came near her, he bowed his Ante, and ſaid:

Then ( ſaid he) let me 
en joy that love, fo; pour beauty hath enſnared my heart and no⸗ 
thing but the lweet thereof can eaſe my toꝛment: here we may 
live together void of diſquiet enjoying cach others love with con- 
tent, which exccedeth the pleaſure that moze dignified Honour 
pieldeth  Philorhera at the firſt underſtod his meaning, replying 
with mildnels, but her heart ſo much diſdained to yield to that 
he deſired, that ſhe could not contain her ſelf, but made him this 
anſwer: Amphiado, doft thou think thy wickedneſs can over- 
malter mp virtue?

T Pe King of Armenia ſwing ſuch a League concluded, by 
means of this marriage, between the Empero: of Perſia 


and Perſieles, enbying his god thought that tze was likely to pꝛe⸗ 


vail nothing againſt him by that means;and calling unto him a 
night whom he moſt favoured, and was always tounſelled by , 
named Ciſor, to him he uttered his diſcontent , who pꝛeſently 
counſelled him to bzeak the peate; and ſuddenly ſurpziſe the City.

to be reviled but to revenge. Joyn with the Ring ok Macedonia's

and how he was croft by Montelion, with all that had paffed ſince, 
and of her eſcape out of Pcrſiz, which was only foꝛ his love that 
regarded her not, and how he.deficed rebenge , his mind being 
apt ts entertain any complst. Ciſor then ſaid : Confer with the 
Kings Sons , and diſcover. to them with what earneffnefs the 
hath ſought his love; and receiving ſtoꝛn koꝛ her affection, any 
diſdain fo: her god will, hath in a deſperate (62t. (aſhamed to be 
rejected) ſtolen from the Court of the Emperoꝛ of Perſi i, eicher to 
deltrop her ſelf , oz wilfully to live in perpetual erile : When 
they hear this, their hearts will be eaũly won to revenge her 
wꝛong; which done, let them alone to meditate thereon. Ciſor 
having thus whetted him on, left him: which fo pꝛevailed, that 
he put the ſame in p2acice wich thekings Song, that they began 
mo:tally to hate Montelion; agreeing to arm themſelves in ſuch 
Armoꝛ that none but Ciſor ſhould know them, and fo2 ſome days 
to lodge in the Pavillion,and there to deviſe which wap to wozk 
him ſome diſgrace.

to a Ring, woꝛthy to be beloved; and it may be the Lady whom 
you love is not comparable ts her in any of theſe gikts: No, noꝛ 
in love, which may peradventure love another; and then pou 
will wꝛong pour ſelf, and injure Her. Peace Palmer (quoth he) 
if mp foztune pzove ſo bad, the greater will be my miſery; tell 
me therefoꝛe, what thou wouldſt have me ds. Py Lozd ( ſaid 
He) had J not pꝛomiſed her to bꝛing vou to ſpeak with her, te 
would have deſtroyed her ſelf ere this; therkfs:e-vouchſafe m e 
ſuch favoz that J may perfoꝛm my woꝛd, which may be a mean $ 
to end her malady. Didſt thou know quoth he) how unwilling J 
am to do it, Ithink thou would not reque it: but to ſatisße 
her of that which peradventure the will not tredit by thy report, 
and at thy requeſt, J will come to her this evening, Philocheta 
being parted from him, by the way uttered thefe ſpeecheßs: O 
that foꝛtune would favour me ſo much, and bleſs nie with that fe- 
licity to be the party this wozthy Knight toverch iÞ conffancly ! 
By this time the was come to the Pavilion , where even there 
entred four Knights in black arniorgallantly mounted, by their 
outward habit pꝛetending ſome crael'Tragedy=- theſe Knights 
were Palian and the Bing of Macedon's thze Sons, who had 
vowed either ſetretly oꝛ openly to tomplot the death of Monteli- 
on, taking. up their lodgings to batch their Treafon, 

The day being paſt, The Knighe-of the Oraeleapparelted him⸗ 
ſelf in the habit of one of the Rings ſerbants; and only gird⸗ 
ing his Swoꝛd to his fide, he went to the Pavilion, concealing .. 
himſelf ſo cloſely as he could: But the Weavens had ozdained 
him to endure ſome miſery, fo2 Palian eſpyed his coming thither.

 Praxentia with anger ſhame-and grief, ſtood like one mute,ver- 
ed that he knew of palian g actʒ aſhamed to make love contrary to 
the gioperty of her kind, and grieved ts be diſappointed; all which 
together, ſuſtered her not to peg, till at laſt Her paſſions and 
burning luſt ſo. overcame her that kneling down, che ſaid: God 
Knight blame me not, noz condemn me of immodefty, but grant 
pity to my tozmenc. HÞe-taking her up, deſired her not to kn el 
to him that wg not woꝛthy thereof, noz able to deſerve it. She 
taking him by the hand deſtred him to ſit down by her upon the 
bed, making figns foz Philochera to depart the Room. 
To repeat what matter of behaviour this woman uſed , and 

the wozds ſhe ſpake, would make my modeſt ear bluſh:but ſeeing 
that nothing could;pzevail;Rage and Luſt ſo overtame her, that 


in bitter exclaims the eryed gut, Anhumane, Dillopal, and Wale 


Lnight., doſt thou requite my lobe with this diſdain - oz think⸗ 
eſt thou J will live to bear the, blot of thy refuſal - At the 
concluſion of which woꝛds, Thews entred the Koom, and with - 
his Swoꝛd dza wn ran at him, who by godfoztune \* ing him, 
ſtärted aſide, ocherwiſe he had ben lain, pet he was ſoꝛe wound⸗ 
ed; whereupon dꝛa wing his ſwoꝛd he ſtruck at Thetus, at every 
blow wounding him Philotheta hearing the noſſe, came in and 
ſ#ing-Montelion wounded, with fear, grief, amazement cried 
put aloud, Help, Help, the Kings Son will be murrhered. The 
echo oft her ſhzill voice ſounded thzoughout the wiio'e Pavilion, 

. | end 
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and both the ſervants and other Knights came running thither: 
and befoze they tame he had gotten Thetus and overthꝛown him, 
and thuft his \wozd into his body. By this time balian and her 
other two bꝛethꝛen came in, who ſxing Theius lain, cryed out, 
Stay the Traptoꝛ, he hath murthered Theivs, Son to the Bing 
of Macedania, Praxentia hearing that toꝛe her hair, rent her gar⸗ 
ments, and ſo disfigured her face, as was lamentable to behold. 
Some began to lap hands on The Knight of the Oracle; but his 
Fathers ſervants knowing him, ſtood in his defence: then there 
began a hot Combat on both parts, and many were ſlain. Prax⸗ 
entia being now diſcovered, was known to Palian, and her two 
bꝛethꝛen, to whom the cryed, Revenge my ſhame and my bꝛothers 
death on this wicked Knight, who ſeeketh by violence to diſho⸗ 
nour me, and hath lain my Bꝛother. 

What grief this was to Philotheta you may judge; and how 


it vexed him to be thus betrayed, cannot be uttered; finding in 


his own defence againſt ſuch as would have appꝛehended him, 
that did not know him, till he was grievoully wounded and ma⸗ 


np ok them (lain. By this time, the news thercof came toPerſicles, 


the Emperoꝛ of Perſia, and the King of Macedonia who came this 
ther with all ſpeed, and the Aſſyrians hearing of che Knight af the 
Oracle's diffreſs, bꝛoke the conditions of the concluded peace, 
and by multitudes ran foꝛth of the City to pꝛeſerve him. 
Perſicles firſt entred the Cent, next him the Emperoꝛ, then the 
Ling of Macedonia, tommanding upon pain of death, that no man 
ſhould ſtrike a blow, pet notwithſtanding, rahneſs and heady 


| force fo overcame them that it was long befoꝛe they were appea⸗ 


ſed;and the Emp. ſeeing Praxentia there in ſuch ſoꝛt disfigured, 
agked if any could tell the cauſe of that miſchief. Firſt Praxentia 
ſpake , being moſt guilty, yet thought to excuſe her [elf : Noble 


Emperoꝛ, my b2other pou ſee is flain in reſcuing me from that 


Knights violence, The Knight of the Oracle knecling down be- 
foze the Emperoꝛ laid Py noble Gꝛandfather, J few him in my 
own defence : neither did J know what he was, being my ſelf 
trained hither, to my death. Poꝛe he would have ſaid, but the 
Souldicrs having entred thePavilion,reffed no: till they had got- 
ten to him, and he ts ſatisfiethem, and avoid further miſchief , 


departed with them to the Citr. Then did the Emperoꝛ 8

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ficles tomfoꝛt the King of Mzcedon ; but he being vered with his 
Sons death, and his Daughters dilgrate, and urged by his 
other two Sons, that ſtod by, he ſaid ; Emperoꝛ of Perſia, Jam 


much wꝛonged and abuſed by thee and thy Pzogeny, . by whole 


falſhad J ſ my Childꝛen lie dead befoze my fate; how thould 
Ithen be contented - JI ſwear by Peaven and Earth J will ſe- 
verely revenge this Uillany. 

King of Macedon (ſaid Perficles }J defie thee fo: accuſing me 
02 mine of any difhonour ;. and thou ſhalt f& and find, this accu- 
ſation is falſe > why elſe are thy Sons here diſguiſed with my 
enemy - bp whole plot this miſchief was intended againſt my 
Son, tough it lighted upon tenden. 


CHAP. XXX N. 


Of theÞ. iefPhildtheta endured for this misfortune: how ſhe was 
taken and carried to the ArmenianHoſt; of Kalea' g misfortune, 
and the meſſige ſhe delivered to Poucelion, 


Phu ſing how unfoztunately all things fell out, with⸗ 
dew her ſelf, out of ſight, and in bitter erclaims lamented 
her hard foꝛtune, but moſt of all, that ſhe was the cauſe of Mon- 
telion's coming thither, which had ſo nearly endangered his life: 
therefoze the ſhzowded her ſelf till it was night, which being 
tome, ſhe travelled further into the Country, and ſelling a Je- 
wel, che altered her old habit into her right fozm. She ſtaid 
ſome days in a Uillage not far from the City of piſos, in the hauſe 
of an ancient Lady named Ralea, ta whom the related her mis- 
fortunes pꝛotured by A.nphiador, but concealed her love to Mon- 
telion, fearing to commit that to her ſecrefie. Ralea being a wo⸗ 
man of great wiſdom, uſed Philotheta very kindly; pꝛomiſing in 
woꝛds, and her deedz ſhewing it, that if ſhe would tay with her, 
ſhe would as dearly tender her as her own Daughter, whom ſhe 
cauſed to kp her company.

which Kratagems dꝛew ſuch a floodof tears from her tyes that 
the could not ſtop their paſſage , which Ralea eſpying, demanded 
the cauſe theredf ; but ſ&ing Philotheta made no reply, ſhe ſaid, 
Philotheta, I pity pour eſtate, and would gladiy know the caule, 
that | might endeavour to comfo:t you, Philotheta trufting to 
her vertue, diſcloſed to her the love ſhe bare to Montelion, and all 
that paſſed betwixt her and Praxentia, as is befo:e rehearſed, 
Ralea thereby noting her beauty, commended the ſame ; pꝛomi⸗ 
ſing her, that if with patience cho would quiet her ſelf ſome few 
days, ſhe would uſe all means poſſible fo; to comfozc her. 
Montelion having recovered his wounds,gathered together a 
mighty Yoſt.and b2ought them to the City of Piſos, where were 
aſſembled the choice Souldiers, Noblemen, Kts. and Gentlemen 
of Perſia to fight in their Emperozs behalf . who intrenched- 
themſelves without the City. The Rings of Macedonia and Arme- 
nia likewiſe had gathered together ſo mighty an Army as might 
have been thought able ts make a conqueſt of the Moꝛld, who 
pitcht their Tents about the City in Armenia, where their Kings 
lap. Moncelion's heart was fired with defire to dꝛide back thoſe 
Foes,not taying to give them leave to make the firſt challenge: 
But humbling himſelf upon his kne befoze the Emp. and his 
Facher uttered theſe ſpeches ; Polk mighty Emp. and my noble 
father, J have already J hope ſatisfied you of my innoceney, be-- 
ing trained thither to my intended death, by Praxeniia and her 
bzethzen; but fo2 that my honour is blemitſhed by that infamous 
accuſarion, the-common people reft unſatisfied, and my wꝛongs 
unrevenged, J humbly crave pour licence thatã ma ſend defiance 
to my falſe attuſerg and Þ challenge acquit my ſelk: which J am 
confratned thus haſtily to deſtre, foꝛ that my heart will abide er⸗ 
tream toꝛments until it be ſiniſht.

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Hould know him, rode into the. field between both Camps, and 
by a Yerauld ſent this deftanceints the Armenians Camp: King 
of Armenia, there is a Knight whom you may beheld in the field, 
that hath ſent defiance to all the K nights in this Army, eſpecially to 
thy San, whom he accuſeth to be a diſhonourable Knight, and not 
worthy the name of a Prince, that be treacheroufly betrayed Mon-

Menſus, eldeſt Son ts the A ing of Macedonia, being ready armed, 
grieted Montelion with theſe wozds : Knight, thou haſt under⸗ 
taken a tedious task to combate all the Knights in this Camp; 
yet J hope thou ſhait never do that, foxmy:ſeif will abate thy 
tourage. If there were as many moze (quoth Montelian) J fear 
not all: i thou comelt to combat with me, hold thy tongue, and 
beſtir thy hands foꝛ J will have a bout with thee With that they 
gave each other many crucl bio ws, and retetved ſome wounds,

Thecus ber brother in her reſcuecaiid our Lords having nothing of 
more worth than a moſt beautifyliind vertubus Lady, who exceeds 
all the Ladies that ever eye beheld, do preſent her to you, whoſe 
counterfeic imperfectly drawn, we here preſent to you Highneſs, de- 
ſiring your aſſiſtance to the aid of vertue, and ſuppreſſing of wrong, 
which agrees with your Magnahimity, '* _ ** 

Delfurno hearing theſe ſpeeches; and viewing the picture well 
toꝛ a while ffod mute; at laſt he made them this anſwer : J 
know not upon what ground J ſhould war againſt Aſſyria, and

The Ring of Acmenia went from thente, and tell upon the Ma- 
cedonians;the King of Macedon pꝛeſently left his Tent to defend 
himſelf; and the Emperoz with all ſpeed men hs Houl⸗ 
dierg to march out or the City. 
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CHAP. XLYI. 


How Perftcles an The Knight of the Oꝛatle ſuddenly iſſuing out, 
deſtroyed the Armenian hoſt. | 


IN Ontelion knowing that ſome firatagem would follow his 
laſt nightspolicy, after he had ſubmitted himſelf to the 
Emperoz and his Parents he armed himſelfin the Armoz that 
was given him by the Rymphs and mounting himſelf conduged 
fir thouſand ſouldiers into the City. Pericles hearing of this ſent 
fo: him to know the cauſe, This night qd. he) we ſhall fur- 
pꝛiſe our enemies, who are now together by the ears amongſt 
themſelves. Mhe reupon Per ſicles armed himſelf, Deloraius, P.Tor, 
Cothanes, and many other Knights of great eſteem, marching. 
thither, where they hears ſuch cruel alarms, that they thought 
the City had been utterly deſtroped: being come thither, they be- 
held the Empero! in the field, to whom Perficles ſent a Herald, 
tertifping, that He was never foe to the Almai ꝑns, deſtring there⸗ 
foꝛe to know if Delfurno came againſt him: but he returned an⸗ 
ſwer that he was no foe to him. „ | 

Montelion being entred the City, ſet upon his enemies with ſuch: 
fury, that many of them loſt their lives, and ſeeing the Kings 
of Armenia ànd Macedonia together in ſingle combat, he ſtept be⸗ 
tween them, ſaying: ſtrive not to deſtroy one another, but defend 

pour ſelves, | 
They knowing him, were ſo amazed, as if they had been in a: 
ſudden trance, running ſeveral wayes to call back their ſouldiers 
from deſfroping one another, to defend themſelves , but bekoze 
they could array themſelves in oꝛder, the Aſſyrians were ſo in⸗ 
termingled amongſt them, that they were ſoon vanquiſhed, P4- 
lian ſeeing this, perceived. it was in vain to ſtrive fo; vicozy , E 
ſtole ſecretly foꝛth of the City to the Empero2 , entreating him 
nat to leave them ſo, but Delfurno ſeeing that diſadvantage had 
ſeized them, refuſed, letting him return without comfo2t, ready 
to pield to Montelion's woꝛd, at whom he ran with ſuch fury, that 
he wounde d him on the thigh. Montel ion feelingthat, ſtruck ſo 
fozcible a blow at Palian, that he aſtoniſhed him, and withal _ 
| took 
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took the King, at the firſt blow cutting aſunder his wꝛiſt which 
had loſt his Gantlet, and at the next, thꝛuſt his Swozd quite 
thozow his body. | 

Palian having recovered himſelf.and looking about him, beheld 
his Fathers Tragedy, aiming his Swozds point at Montelion'g 
heart; which he perceiving, welcomed him with ſo cruel a blow, 
that his Armoꝛ flew in pieces ; and Palians would have done the 
like, had not his Armoz been of invincible ſtrength: but in the 
end he flew from him to ſave his life , finding himlclf to weak 
and feeble, | | 

Perſicles and D. loratus all this while ranged up and down, de- 
ſtroping all they met, until they met the King of Macedonia and 
his two ſons, accompanied with four other Knights of the lame 
Countrey , who had made much ſlaughter amonglt their Soul- 
diers. N ; 

Perſicles ran his Lance full touched at the King of Macedon , 
and oberthꝛew him; but his eldeſt Son ſtepping to his reſcue, 
did wound him in the thigh : then began an unequal fight, theſe 
ſtr ſet upon Perſicles and Deloratus, who continued combat wich 

them the ſpace of an hour, till both fides were grievoufly wounds 
— ; Eſpecially they two, who were ready to faint with effuſion 
0 blood, * 

Montelion ſ ing his Father and Deloratus in ſuch danger, was 
ſo enraged, that he ran at one of them with ſuch koꝛte, that he 
flew him, and the next he bereft of ſenſe,and charging another 
with ſuch puiſlant blows , that he fozced him to bid vale to the 
Fieid;another ſeeing thatzencountred him, but at the firff charge 
received ſo fatal a blow that he was not able to reſiſt him. Perſi- 
cles being loꝛe wounded, pet behaved himſelf ſo valtantly, that 
one of them lay dead at his feet, and the reſt fled from Montelion. 
Chen began a deſolation in the Yoſt, the Acmenians crying out, 
Flee, flee; and their enemies, Bill, kill, : that on a ſudden the 
Battel was ſo hot, that rhe City⸗channels ran with blod, and 
none could paſs fo2 dead bodies. Then began the Citizens to 
run on heaps, and the two Queens with Praxentia betook them⸗ 
ſelves to flight, but were all taken by Piſor. 

Palia | was taken Pziſoner by Deloratus, and the King of Ma- 
cedon and his two Sons by Perſicles and Monte. ion. The Soul- 

diers 
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viers that were fled out of the City, and hid themſelves in the. 
flelds, aud ſo many Citizens as could eſcape the Swoꝛd, entrea- 

ted Perſicles on their knees to ſave their lives: who pielded upon 

this condition, that they ſhould pay to cvery common Souldier 

a hundzed Crowns , and to every Leader ive hundꝛed, which 

they perfozmed.. 

Perficles then ſounded a Retreat , and dꝛew his Foꝛtes out of 
the City,appointing Gartiſons foꝛ them. Delfurno at his return 
met him, and ſo they rode together to the City of Piſos, where 
they were received with great Honour and Jop z-- eſpecially the 
Knight ofthe Oracle, to whom all men attributed the Gloꝛy ot 
that Aictozp. | 

After the dead bodies were buried,and maimed Souldiers {ent 
to. Yoſpitals to be cured , and every one well gratificd , within 
two days the Emperoꝛs of Aimaign and Perſia, Perſicles „ Delo- 
ratus, Montelion, and all the Nobles there, except peiſoners, al⸗ 
ſembled to finiſh the concluſion of this controverſie, foxthat: the 
Ling of Macedonia haſted his releaſment. Being all ſet in a 
moſt Nopal and Pa jeſtical ſozt, the places near to the Nopal 
Alfemtiy being gloꝛiouſiy furniched with the beauties of ſhi⸗ 
ning Ladies, the pꝛiſoners were bzought befoze them in hono⸗ 
rable ſoꝛt; and after many allegaciong of wzongs, they deſired. 
Montelion to appoint their Nanſames,: whereupon with great 
wiſdom and decent behaviour he yielded them thanks, as was 
ſeldom ſcen in anyKnight:fo young; firft with great .courteſie- 
embyacing the king of Macedon, reconciling. him to his Queen, 
and the reſt who had taken offence by him, ſetting all free but 
Palian and Praxentia, impoſing this task upon them, Palian to 
marry Praxentia,, and He to quit him ot the w2ongful accuſation 
ſhe laid upon him, which ſhe pzeſently did, but refyſed to marry: 
Palian. 

The two Emperoꝛs and Perſicles deliring them to Honour the 
Knight of the Oracle, ſtood up, requeſting him to require any 
thing or them he deſtred; fo above all men they eſteemed him, 
as he had beſt deſerved. Montt lion deſtring nothing mo!e than 
Philothera's lobe, ſtept to the ſeat where ſhe (at like a Goddeſs 
putſhining all the ret, and taking her by the hand, heſaid: 

Fair Lady „ Will voy. tondeſrend to what demand, and J.
